PRAGUE, Czecho-Slovakia, July 
12.—-Thomas Bata, Czecho-Slova- 
kian shoe king and veteran avia- 
tion .enthusiast, was killed today 
when ‘his plane crashed on his own 
flying field at Otrokowitz. He was 
56 years old. 

‘Bata, with hia brother, Alstadt. 
acquired. a fortune making shoes. 
Two years ago he bought three 
tri-motored planes for use in his 
business. Or; he planned to 
fly to the United States in one of 
them. Less than a year ago he set 
out from Prague on an airplane 
tour, with shoe samples, to seek 
new markets. | 

Last spring he bought a tract of 
ground in Calcutta for a shoe fac- 
tory, declaring it was a shame 30,- 
000,000 Indian wént barefoot: He 
said he planned to manufacture 
canvas shoes with rubber soles 


a pair. 
This morning he took off on a 
trip to Switzerland from -his private 
airdrome. The plane reached an 
altitude of about 3000 feet when it 
suddenly went into a tail spin and 
crashed. The pilot was killed out- 
right; Bata died on the 1 to a 
hospital. 
Bata was born in 1876 at Zlin. 
Moravia, son of a cobbler. He 
learned shoemaking and marketing 
with his father and by 1894 had 
started his own shop with 50 em- 
ployes. | 
He studied machine production in 
Germany and in 1904 built the first 
factory in the Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy in which machinery sup- 
planted hand labor. Soon afterward 
he went to the United States with 
several of his employes.to study 
mass production methods: He took 
a job as a factory hand. 
Returning. home he reorganized 
his plant along American lines and 
bupplied virtually all of the dual 
monarchy with linen shoes. When 
the World War broke out, he 
changed to leather shoe production 
and when leather became scarce 
he was the first.to put in the mar- 
ket shoes with wooden soles, | 
After the war he bullt up a vast 
network of factories and sales cen- 
ters throughout Europe. All his 
factories were independent eco- 
nomic units with a profit-sharing 
system for employes. 
The shoe king's death excited 
the stock markets of Prague, Vien- 
ha and Budapest, where pessimism 
prevailed regarding the fate of his 
industrial undertakings. 
| Although the management is- 
sued a statement saying there were 
no bank or. other debts; that all 
taxes had been paid and the work- 


men's ¥avings were guaranteed by 


bank deposits, financial circles 
were doubtful whether the man- 
agement would be able to pay out 
these savings, which were estimat-

Free Bridge was approved today by 
the Public lities Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen and could 
be passed tomortow under suspen- 
sion of rules. It is estimi ed to 
yield about $500,000 a y 

No one appeared in oppoaition to 
the measure, and Chairman Wiehe 
of the committee, its author, said 
he thought East St. Louis could 
have no complaint so long as that 
city persists in placing a property 
tax on the east approach to the 
bridge. 

Same as on Eads | 

The proposed new auto rates are 
the same as those on the Eads 
Bridge. ‘There was some discussion 
of making them a little lower, but 
it was agreed that the charges could 
be lowered if that seemed desirable. 

Alderman Eilers had introduced 
a bill which would tax all vehicles 
using the bridge 10 cents for each 
trip, but the committee decided to 
exempt private passenger cars. 

Wiehe’s bill would tax trucks 35 
cents to 85 cents, depending on 
their capacity. Trailers would be 
taxed from 35 cents to 60 cents, and 
motorbusses 60 cents with an addi- 
tional charge of 5 cents for each 
passenger. Motor cycles in com- 
mercial service would be taxed 15 
cents and the rate for horse-drawn 
vehicles would range froin 35 to 
75 cents. 

The Aldermen approved two 
more measures at their meeting to- 
day, and it is anticipated that a 
further appropriation will be made 
soon by the Board of Estimate..

In the affray tn which 42 men 
and women were arrested, nine po 
licemen of the 100 on duty at the 
City Hall, suffered injuries, most- 
ly from thrown bricks. Several 
suffered broken bones. The of- 

ficers fought off the attacking 
crowd with tear gas, night sticks 
and revolvers. 

While only 11 shots were re- 
ported fired by the police, in addi- 
tion to the four persons shot, five 
automobiles and windows were 
plerced by bullets, and one slug 
struck the Civil Courts Building 
above the heads of a group watch- 
ing the fight. 

How the Riot Developed. 

The riot yesterday started after 
about 3000 persons had waitéd four 
hours at the City Hall to tell Mayor 
Miller that they wanted immediate 
relief. The Mayor did not arrive at 
the city hall until 1:30 p. m., when 
he entered by a private door and 
remained in his inner office wntil 
the demonstrators had made their 
attack and had been routed. 

Only a small part of the 
crowd actually participated in the 
attack, observers said. A number 
were lying on the lawn, eating ice 
cream and talking among them- 
selves when the bushy-haired 
leader who directed the attack be- 
gan his exhortations from the city 
hall steps. 

“Now,” he shouted through a 
megaphone which he had received 
a moment before from George 
Benz, chairman of the meeting, 
who had stopped talking because 
of hoarseness, “I want everybody 
here to show his spirit because 
we're coming to a climax.” 

Those nearest, having listened 
for hours to speakers who de- 
nounced policemen “and other tools 
of capital” while the officers, well 
within earshot, apparently paid no 
attention, stirred restlessly as the 
speaker announced the approach- 
ing climax. 

A few moments before, a com- 
mittee from the meeting, waiting in 
the Mayor’s office, had declared, 
“It the Mayor doesn't see us in the 
next 15 minutes, we won't be re- 
sponsible for what that crowd out- 
side does.” The 16.minutes had 
just passed when the leader out- 
side began shoutiag for action by 
the crowd. 

Calis for Women to Lead Rush. 

“First ot all,” he bellowed, “I 
waht 50 women to come up here 
and rush this door.” There was a 
cheér from those closest to the 
Market street door of the City Hall, 
near where the speaker was stand- 
ing, but no women came: forward.

He emphasised 
the last word to indicate that the 
police would not repel a group of 
women while they might do so if 
men rushed the door,

Gas Bomb Thrown by Policeman. 
The men pushed, the women, un- 
able to do anything else, did so, 
too, and the police were forced 
back a step or two. One of the 
officers threw a gas bomb over the 
heads of the women; inte the cen- 
ter of the pushing men. A pair of 
hands shot up from the crowd, 
caught the missile before it burst 
and hurled it back, 
The billowing gas that went up 
as the bomb burst on the steps sent 
policemen scattering from the 
Market street hallway, but the 
crowd of women and pushing men 
stopped moving forward as the 
gas spread both ways. Many be- 
gan fighting their way out to 
open air. Police with tear 
guns fired, reloaded and fired 
again, stepping backward and 
cursing as their eyes began to sting 
and water. 


Part of the attacking crowd ran 


east and then south to effect an 


entrance at the Twelfth boulevard 
door, but a dozén policemen had 
hurried to that entrance. The 
fired their revolvers over the heads 
of the advanciig men and women. 
The crowd at the Twelfth boule- 
vard door halted undecisively. 
Many of those assembled were still 
lying on the grass, apparently un- 
aware what had happened as the 
first shots were fired. They had 
been out of hearing of the speak- 
er or had not been paying atten- 
tion since speaking had been going 
on continuously for four hours 
Their first intimation of disorder 
came when the crowd surged back 
from the gas area and they were 
trampled. 

Hundreds Routed by Gas. 


Hundreds of the demonstrators 
fled through streets and alleys, as 
increasing clouds of tear gas 
rolled out from the City Hall. One 
group hid in the Twelfth boulevard 
pedestrian subway, only to be rout- 
ed by gas bombs thrown down 
there. 
Most of the opposition to police 
came from Negroes who backed 
away from the gas, but threw 
bricks pickéd up from m wrecked 
building across the street. 
One group surrounded a soft 
drink stand at 1201 Market street. 
A few threw empty bottles at the 
approaching police, while others 
took the stock of fruit, drinks and 
candy which the woman proprietor 
had on hand.

New York City desperado, in a 
pistol fight, detectives today held 
one of his gunmen friends for the 


Harlem baby killing of last July. 
The accused man, Michael Basile, 
surrendered after McCarthy's wife, 
Jean. George Kelly, reputed Albany 
thug, and Detective Harold Moore 
of New York had been wounded 
when police besieged McCarthy’s 
hideout on a back lane off the 


Police Commissioner Edward P. 
Mulrooney of New. York said Basile 
would be takén to Manhattan for 


trial. 

The killing of McCarthy ended 

a relentless hunt by two New York 
City detectives, Moore and Thomas 
Riggs. The search began in No- 
vember, 1931, when a New York 
detective was killed by McCarthy, 
who had been suspected in half a 
dozen other murders. 

All clews led to Albany. Twice 
Moore and Riggs thought they had 
McCarthy and each time he was 
not in the places they had sur- 
rounded. 

A few days ago they found his 
hideout, a house built on a hill in 
an isolated neighborhood. The 
house commanded every approach, 
_ The officers expected McCarthy 
to fight, and he did. Posting two 
State troopers to cover the rear of 
the place, the two detectives bold- 
ly started for the door. 

Before tney reached it McCarthy 
rushed out, shooting. In one hard 
was an automatic pistol and 
clamped under his other arm was 
a shotgun. 

Moore received the first charge 
of the shotgun, three slugs wound- 
ing him seriously. Before the de- 
tective went down he shot Mc- 
Carthy through the head as the 
gangster fled toward an automo- 
mbile. 

Meanwhile Kelly and Basile 

dashed from the rear entrance, 
pistols ready. Trooper Chester- 
field dropped, Kelly ‘with a bullet 
in the leg and made a dive for 
Basile. Basile had enough and 
threw down his weapon. 
Mrs. McCarthy, who was in the 
house, upstairs, was wounded in 
the hip, apparently by a stray 
bullet. 

The Harlem baby killing resulted 
when gunmen in an automobile 
tried to murder an enemy. Caught 
in the burst of machine gun fire 
five of a group of children were 
wounded. One, Michael Vengalli. 
5 years old, died. 

Vincent Coll, gang leader recently 
slain in a telephone booth, whose 
place McCarthy is thought to have 
usurped, was tried for the child's 
murder but was exonerated.

Meadows is under sentence to be 
hanged Friday at the St. Louis jail.

his application for clemency. The 
Supreme Court’s action today ap- 
parently removes Meadows’ last 
hope for escaping the penalty. 

The application was filed yester- 
day and taken under advisement 
by the Court. It was based on the 
technicality that the Legislature 
did not legally re-enact the capital 
punishment law in 1919. 

Verne Lacy and H. H. Blair, at- 
torneys for Meadows, filed the ap- 
plication for the writ late yester- 
day. 

Capital punishment in Missouri 
was abolished in 1917, but was re- 
stored at the special session in. 
1919. This session had been called 
to ratify the woman suffrage 
amendment to the Federal Consti- 
tution, but restoration of capital 
punishment was included in the 
call by special message of Gov. 
Gardner. 

Gov. Caulfield today announced 
he would not commute the death 
sentence of Emerson White, Negro, 
also to be hanged Friday in the 
St. Louis jail, for the murder of 
Pinckney Hollis, 70, Negro, in a 
robbery on Jan. 1, 1930. 

White’s application was present- 
ed by the Rev. John A. Devilbiss, 
S8.

Recommends Station 
KFWK’S Facilities Be 
ter Full Time on Air. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 12.—Exam- 
iner Elmer W. Pratt recommended 
to the Federal Radio Commission 
yesterday that a renewal of license 
be denied to station KF WF, oper- 
ated by the St. Louis Truth Center. 
The examiner recommended that 
the facilities of KF WF be given to 
station WIL, with which it has 
shared time, permitting unlimited 
operation on 1200 kilocycles. The 
station would be limited to 100 


watts at night and 250 watts in the 
daytime. In recommending that 


Pratt disapproved an application of | 
Donald Holder Post of the Ameri- 
can Legion to construct a station 
at Albany. Mo., to supplant the 
other two. 
Denying the right of the Truth 
Center to continue ope n of its 
station, Pratt gaid: In of the 
fact that this applicant is a cor- 
poration organized for purpose 
of engaging in religious and chari- 
table work, the operation of a com- 
mercial broadcasting station for 
profit would be inconsistent not 
only with the powers enumerated 
in the corporation's charter but 
with the aims and purposes of the 
corporation.” 
“The programs and service of 
are of such a nature as to 
indicate,” Pratt said, “that this sta- 
ion is used principally as the 
mouthpiece of Emil C. Hartmann 
in the dissemination of his personal 
religious views, and this, in view 
of the other facts and circum- 
stances in this case leads to the 
conclusion that this station is de- 
voted primarily to a private, as dis- 
tinguished from a public, service.” 
The examiner said that the Mis- 
sour! Broadcasting Corporation was 
financially and technically able to 
continue the operation of station 
WIL, asserting that “on the whole 
this applicant in thre operation of 
station WIL performs an 
ble local broadcasting service.” 

The commission has yet to pass 

on the recommendation. 
A hearing was conducted by 
Examiner Pratt in April, at Wash- 
ington. WIL is a commercial sta- 
tion on the roof of the Melbourne 
Hotel, Grand and Lindell boule- 
vards. The St. Louis Truth Center 
is at 4030 Lindell boulevard, where 
the transmitter is situated. 

WIL has een using most of the 
time on the wave length, but 
KFWF applied to the commission 
to share the time on an equal 
basis, in order to become a com- 
mercial station. Previously, WIL 
had ap in vain for full time.

he would advise Dickey of the right 
to appeal the suspension te Com- 
missioner Kenesaw M. Landis 

In addition to taking their stand 
against fighting. the owners adopt- 
ed penalties for “bean-bell” pitch- 
ers. Under these rules an umpire 
will be expected to remove from 
the game, on first offense. any 
hurier who heaves a ball aimed at 
the batter’s head. The second of- 
fense will bring a 10-day suspen- 
sion, and a third offense will lay- 
off the pitcher for a menth.

LAVISH SPENDING 
FOR l. M. HOWELL 
CHARGED BY HAY 


Alleges Rival Candidates for 


$100,000 If Necessary. 


Charles M. Hay, attacking 
Charles M. Howell of Kansas City, 
one of his rivals for the Democrat- 
ic senatorial nomination, said in a 
speech at the Hamilton Hotel last 
night that any candidate who 
might be nominated and elected 
through illegal campaign expendi- 
tures would not be permitted to 
take a seat in the nate. 

Hay charged that emissaries of 
Howell were spending money lav- 
ishly in rural counties, and were 
trying to buy newspaper support 
by excessive payments for adver- 
tising space. He quoted the state- 
ment of Jerome Walsh of Kansas 
City, a former member of the Leg- 
islature, that Howell had said to 


$100,000, if necessary, to get the 
nomination in the coming primary. 
The legal limit of expenditure for 
both the primary and the general 
election, Hay said, is about $16,- 
000. 

“This statement of 
has been published,” Hay said. 
“and Mr. Howell has not denied 
it. If such a charge had been 
made against me, I would have 
called for an investigation, or 
started a lawsuit, within 24 hours.” 
Hay told of the request made 
by Bennett C. Clark, another rival 
candidate, and himself, that How- 
ell join them in asking for a sen- 
atorial inquiry into expenditures 
in the primary campaign. Howell 
declined to join in the request, 
which was to be directed to Sena- 
tor Howell of Nebraska, chairman 
of the Senate’s campaign fund 
committee. 

Quotes Senate Committee Head. 

“A telegram from Washington,” 
Hay said, “quotes the chairman of 
the Senate committee as saying 
that there may not be time to 
make an investigation in Missouri 
before the primary. but that if 
any man buys the nomination, it is 
a certainty that he will not be 
seated if elected. Missouri does not 
want a Vare, Newberry and Smith- 
Insull scandal.” 

Hay recited incidents which he 
said had come to his knowledge in 
various counties. He said that men 
had been offered “cold cash” to 
quit supporting Hay and turn to 
Howell. One man in a Southeast 
Missouri town, he said, received 
such an offer of $300 “and more 
to follow.” Friends of Hay in the 
Same section, he declared, have 
been asked to go to St. Louis and 
work for Howell for remuneration. 

He said an editor in Southwest 
Missouri was told that, if he would 
quit writing Hay editorials and 
run the Howell matter which would 
be furnished to him, he could name 
his own price for advertising space. 
Another editor, in Southeast Mis- 
souri, Hay was told, got a letter of 
complaint because he supported 
Hay in his editorial column when 
he had accepted a Howell adver- 
tisement. 

Editor Changes to Howell. 

“Another editor,” Hay contin- 
ved, “told Mrs. Hay and me that 
he was for me. Later. I was told, 
he said he had heard that Charlie | 
Howell had a barrel, and he would 
like to see if he could get his hand 
on it. Soon after, he printed an 
editorial favoring Howell. Still an- 
other editor had an offer of $250 
for $25 worth of advertising space, 
if he would come out for Howell 
editorially.”

Meantime, life is 
sustained through nourishment ad- 
ministered through the nostrils 
every three hours, and frequent 
massaging has prevented muscles 
from atrophying. She is 27 years 
old. 


‘WHISTLING DEMOCRAT’ DIES: 


He Had Code to Signal Friends 
from Conventions. 
By the Associated Press. 
ROCHESTER, N. T.. July 12.— 
William C. Page, “the Whistling 
Democrat” of two national conven- 
tions, died today at his home in 
Mumford. 
Page had attended every nation- 


al convention of his party since 
1876 and earned his unusual title 
by blowing a postman’s whistle 
during the Houston convention in 
1928. The sound was carried to 
thousands of homes over the radio 
and brought many queries as to 
the identity of the whistler. “The 
Sage of Wheatland,” as he was 
known to his neighbors, made his 
whistle heard at the Chicago con- 
vention this year, too, and by a 
prearranged code of signals gave 
his friends an inside slant on the 


convention trend. A chest injury

WASHINGTON, July 12. —The 
Senate today approved the home 
loan bank bill sponsored by the ad- 
ministration for the relief of insti- 
tutions engaged in financing home 
building. The bill was or 
without a record vote. 

It carried with the Glass $1,000,- 
000,000 currency stabilization bill 
approved as an amendment yester- 


day. 3 
Reversing itself, the Senate pre- 
viously today had voted for the ad- 


ministration plan of setting up a 
system of home ioan discount banks 
instead of creating a mortgage dis- 
count division under the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation. 

By a vote of 47 to 23, the Senate 
reconsidered its action of last week 


in substituting the Couzens bill for 
the administration-sponsored meas- 
ure. 

With little debate, the Senate 
yesterday adopted, 53 to 18, the 
Glass bill to add nearly a billion in 
money to the country’s circulating 
medium, as an amendment to the 
home loan banking tll. 


Just before the Glass bill was 
adopted, an attempt by Senator 
Blaine (Rep.). Wisconsin, to sub- 
stitute for it the House- approved 
Goldsborough bill to stabilize the 
dollar was shouted down. 

The Glass bill would permit the 
issuance of currency against $995,- 
000,000 of United States bonds now 
held by national banks. The Golds- 
borough bill would authorise the 
Federal Reserve Board to fix the 
value of the dollar at the average 
for the period between 1921 and 


1929. 
Borah Champions Bill. 


Senator Borah (Rep.). Idaho, 
championed Giass’ bill as an 
amendment to the home loan meas- 
ure, contending that inflation of 
the currency was necessary to in- 
crease commodity price levels and 
thus help economic rehabilitation. 

Only four Democrats and 14 Re- 
publicans disagreed with him in the 
final vote, while 29 Democrats, 21 
Republicans and Shipstead (Farm- 
er-Labor), Minnesota, voted for the 
amendment. 


The Senate amended the Glass 
bill to confine the circulation to 
bonds bearing an interest rate of 
3% per cent or less and limiting 
the period in which the bill will 
operate to three instead of five 
years.

OFF 23 PCT. LAST SIX MONTHS 


Figures for June Indicate 26 Pct. 
Decline; Trade Best in Rich- 
mond District.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—4 de- 
cline of 23 per cent in department 
store sales was reported by tne 
Federal Reserve, Board for the last 
Half of the fiscal year 1932 as com- 
pared with the period last year. 
Perliminary figures for June in- 
dicated the decline during that 
month was 26 per cent or more 
than the estimated . seasonal 
‘amount. The board’s index, which 
makcz allowanee both for the num- 
ber of business days and for usual 
seasonal changes, was 70 in Jun, 
on the basis of the 1923-25 aver- 
age as 100, compared with 73 in 
May, and an average of 75 for tne 
first six months of the year. 
Department store trade was best 
in the Richmond Federal Reserve 
District, the statistics showed, with 
a decline for the six months of 19 
per cent, as against a grand aver- 
age of 23 per cent. This was due 
to the comparative slight decrease 
in purchasing power of Washing- 
ton, where Federal payrolis were 
not curtailed during the period. 
Dallas, to the other extreme, 
suffered most with a decline of 28 
per cent during the six months. a 
decline of 31 per cent was shown 
for this district for June as com- 
pared with the same month last 
year.

That is, the Constitution of the United States is 
a political document. It was not intended by the men 
who made the Constitution that legislation should 
be put into it. Legislation should always be flexible. 
It should neter be caught in what Winston Churchill 
has called the rat-trap rigidity of the American Con- 
stitution. The Volstead Act, except for the eighteenth 
amendment, and granting that Congress had any such 


right so to police the states, which it has not, could 
always have been amended at the will of Congress. 


As the matter stands, it must keep within the spirit 


of the amendment. This is the weakness of all the 
beer proposals, as it is the strength of the movement 
for outright repeal of the eighteenth amendment. 

We have morals from mores, meaning the 
of the people. The customs of most peoples are al- 
most as changeable as styles. We have all in our 
brief space of life seen the mores of the people ch 
with respect to innumerable things. The political 
structure of the American republic is something else. 
We get our styles from Paris, but France got her re- 
public from the United States. The American Con- 
stitution is an immensely greater thing than a mere 
custom of the people. It is a philosophy of govern- 
ment in which political science rises to a height un- 
paralleled in anything else. It has been variously 
called by political historians a work of genius, an 
inspiration to the ages, the hope of men everywhere. 

The prohibition movement was old long before 
there was an American Constitution. Its objective is 
temperance; which we have termed one of the oldest 
of human quests. It has nothing to do with political 
science. Temperance was increasing by leaps and 
bounds in the United States before we made the mis- 
take of setting the Federal Government over the peo- 
ple to make this social gain complete, It will take us 
a decade, if not longer, to recapture the temperance 
gains in our posession when we lost our way. 

The champions of prohibition are mistaken when 
they term the present turning away from national 
prohibition a moral reversion. The people wish to 
purify. their Constitution of an impurity. For 12 years 
we have stood still politically while we fought over 
this troublesome issue. For 12 years we have enriched 
the underworlé with the revenues from the liquor 
traffic which ordinarily went to the nation, the state 
and the city. For 12 years the country has been try- 
ing to do what is impossible. We have reduced the 
sovereignty of the states to negligibleness. We have 
made police courts of the great Federal tribunals set 
up by the Constitution to safeguard the welfare of the 
people. We have all but scrapped the Bill of Rights. 
We have made hypocrites of the people, demoralized 
parties and politicians, filled the cities with gangs 
and gangsters and emptied the public coffers. 

Meanwhile, the United States has got nowhere 
politically, nor has prohibition got anywhere morally.

In fact. his entire revenue was 
derived from the following three 


‘sources: 


1. The annual governmental ap- 
propriation for the needs of the 
imperial family which amounted to 
11,000,000 goid rubles (slightly 
less than $6,000,000): 

2. Preceeds of the exploitation 
ot the so-called “oodley” (estates 
belonging to the imperial family); 
3. Interest from deposits kept 
abroad in English and German 
banks. 


The “oodley”™ consisted of hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of land, 
cotten piantations, vineyards, 
breeding farms, fruit gardens, 
champagne and wine plants, etc. 
purchased mostly in the second half 
of the eighteenth century By the 
far-sighted Catherine the Great, 
and given a special status by the 
suspicious Emperor Paul I. Their 
aggregate value estimated in 13914 
at abeut $50,000,000, did not corre- 
spond to their comparatively modest 
earnings balancing between $1,000,-

: [7 frozen assets of the im- 
perial family represented an 
eutiay of some $30,000,000 cov 
ering the cost of rarest diamonds, 
pearis, emeralds, rubies and other 
créwn jewels that had been pur- 
chased during the three centuries 
te reign of the Romanoffa. 
The Great Imperial Crown, made 
by the famous Posier, jeweler to 
the court of Catherine the Great 
in 1762, was in the shape of a miter 
and carried on its top a cross of 
five enormous diamonds held to- 
gether by an uncut ruby; the band 
surrounding the head contained 23 
large diamonds, and there were 11 
equally large diamonds in a foliated 
arch which supported the cross and 
the ruby, with a hoop of 38 per- 
fect “rosy” pearis on either side. 


The Imperial Diadem, finished 
during the reign of Emperor Alex- 
ender I, contained 13 mammoth 
“ancient” pearis, 113 “rosy” pearis, 
500 diamonds of different sizes and 
84 brilliants. 


Among the other highly valued 
treasures were: the Orloff diamond 
ef 194% carats purchased by Count 
Alexis Orioff in Amsterdam in 
1776 and presented by him to Cath- 
erime the Great; the Moon of the 
Mountain uncut diamond (around 
120 carats); the Shah diamond 
(around 85 carats): and the Polar 
Star, a magnificent 40-carat pale 
red ruby. 

It would be idle speculation to 
try to guess even the approximate 
sum that could have been obtained 
from the sale of these famous

LL in all, the Czar could have 
counted on receiving each first 
of the year from $10,000,000 to 
$12,000,000. A very comfortable in- 
come for a private individual of 
even the most fastidious tastes, but 
a sum entirely out of proportion to 
the colossal demands made on the 
Czar’s exchequer. 

To begin with, he had to think 
of his relatives and of the main- 
tenance of the palaces. Each one 
of the Grand Dukes was entitled to 
$100,600 per annum; each one of 
the Grand Duchesses was given a 
dowry of $500,000; each one of the 
Princes and Princesses of imperial 
blood received $500,000 at their 
birth, as a settlement precluding all 
further claims. This item of the 
Czar’s expenses consumed from two 
te three millions, depending on the 
varying number of Grand Dukes, 
the frequency of their marriages 
and the birth rate in the imperial 
family. 

Outside of the smaller imperial 
residences scattered all over Rus- 
sia, five big palaces had to de 
taken care of. 

The Winter Palace in St. Peters- 
burg, an enormous dwelling built 
by Rastrelli for Empress Elizabeth 
and facing the River Neva, em- 
ployed about 1200 servants. Al- 
though uninhabited tor the last 12 
years of the Romanoffs reign and 
used for balls and special occasions 
only, it had to kept in perfect or- 
der on account of its art coliec- 
tions and the crown jewels dis- 
played in its “White Salon.” 


The Czar usually spent the great- 
er part of the year in his Czarskoie- 
Selo Palace. Constructed by Em- 
press Catherine I and enlarged dur- 
ing the subsequent reigns of Em- 
press Elizabeth and Catherine the 
Great, it presented the appear- 
ance of a little city with its large 
park occupying eight hundred acres, 
its artificial lakes, elaborate stables, 
etc. Six hundred employes were 
permanently working on its 
grounds. 

Next in line came the imperial 
theaters, three in St. Petersburg 
and two in Moscow. The worid- 
wide reputation and the huge suc- 
cess of the imperial ballet did not 
seem to affect their receipts, and 
all five of them were losing money 
steadily. The deficit had to be cov- 
ered by the Czar out of the budget 
of the imperial court. Possibly we 
needed a Gatti-Casazza to teach us 
how to combine the promotion of 
beauty with financial success. As 
it was, it cost the imperial family 
around $1,000,000 per year to keep 
up the standards of Russian art. 
Beginning with 19056, Mr. Diaghileff 
joined the list of the subsidized 
theaters. His spectacular “sea- 
sons” in Paris and Lendon were 


to. waste his valuable time in the 
box office. 


A similar support had to be giv- 
en to the Imperial Academy ot 
Arts. Officially financed by the 
Government, it could never make 
both ends meet, and the members 
oc the imperial family who were 
registered among its sponsors found 


The Red Cross wanted to build 
an annex to a hospital in a large in- 
dustrial center, but was $75,000 
short of the necessary sum. 


HE King of Montenegro 
dropped in at the Czarskoie- 
Selo Palace to pay the comp 
ments of the season te the great 
Slavonic sovereign, which meant 
check for not less than 300. 
6000 gold rubles would have to be 
prepared well in advance, for the 
old chap was invariably in a hurry 
to get back home to his starving 
subjects and his barefoot army. 

The director of the Academy of 
Cadet-Pages called the attention of 
the Czar to the deserving case of a 
young man who had the makings 
of a splendid officer, but needed to 
be assured 10,000 rubies per an- 
num to enable him to keep up the 
pace required of a guardsman. 

A favorite aid-de-camp displayed 
signs of distress; he had gambied 
again and had but 24 hours to set- 
tle that debt of honor. A mere 
dagatelle of 25,000. 

A grandson of a famous General 
wrote a letter asking for 1500 ru- 
bles to help him continue his edu- 
cation. 

A Russian artist who had scored 
a marvelous moral success in 
Paris, came back to Russia and ex- 
hibited his works. He felt certain 
that his entire career depended 
upon his selling a “still life” to the 
imperial family. 

A brave policeman was killed in 
the performance of his duty and 
left his family penniless. And so 
on and so forth. While still the heir 
te the throne, Nicholas II received 
from his great-grandmother a léga- 
cy of two million dollars. He de- 
cided to “put it aside” and to use 
its income for particularily deserv- 
ing charities. The principal was 
gone within three years! 


HERE was hardly one hundred 
thousand dollars left for the 
personal needs of the Czar by 

time he had distributed 
the annual allowances to his 
relatives, paid the salaries of 
the employes, settled the bills of 
the contractors engaged in the per- 
ennial alterations of the palaces. 
straightened out the problems of 
the imperial theaters and attended 
ta the charities. Fortunately for 
his children, their allowances were 
kept intact during their infancy 
and reached sufficiently important 
proportions by the time they came 
of age to permit the luxury of a 
steady extra income. However, 
such was not the case of the last 
imperial family. An overcareful 
Minister of the Imperial Court. 
acting against the orders of the 
Czar, had decided shortly before
